Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner related to the applicant that there appeared to be conflicting specifications (2/22/05 and 1 1/22/05), and that 
one of the specifications (2/22/05) had a blank space where there should be an application number. The examiner 
also pointed out that one of the specifications (2/22/05) had the correct 371 priority claim, but also incorrectly claimed 
the case as being a continuation-in-part. The applicant replied that the specification from 2/22/05 was the correct 
specification and authorized the removal of paragraph 2 of the specification, which contained the blank space and the 
improper continuation-in-part claim, through an examiner's amendment.
